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Continuation of 6. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Polcyn teaches determining peak to average 
ratios (Abstract, col. 1, lines 59-66 through col. 2, lines 1-33; cot, 7. lines 49-67 through col. 8, lines 1-25 and col. 16, lines 49-62) which 
reads on applicants "peak to mean likelihood ratio" . At col. 1 , lines 59-61 , Polcyn discloses that "in order to detect the progress of 
telephone calling connections, we take advantage of a technique called peak to average ratios (PAR) determination". At col. 7, lines 49- 
60, Polcyn discloses subroutines used to compute peak to average ratios, and in a methodology describes the peak to average ratio as 
the peak instantaneous power for a time interval divided by the average power for that period. Polcyn teaches that the ratio is used in 
determining the calling condition of a line or the call progress, which is determining a transition on the line (silence to speech, etc). 
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
